but to life-insurance companies, and here the losses sustained by 
policyholders have been kept to a very low figure indeed, with none 
over the larger areas affecting many millions of individuals. 
It is the san.** with individual investments. 
Vast numbers of 
Rocks have ceased for the time to pay dividends, and heavy losses 
have been sustained in foreign bonds and real-estate mortgages or 
bonds. Many additional defaults on railroad bonds would have taken 
place if the Government had not stepped in. But an enormous total 
volume of bonds, including many of those which the cautious saver 
would have purchased several years ago on general principles, has 
continued to pay their interest coupons. 
A New England college, 
with its endowment invested in bonds of this class, found on June 
thirtieth, last, that its investment portfolio had a market value only 
8 per cent, less than its book value. 
Savings still play a vital part in the life of the people and no ex­ 
tension of Government activities can take their place. A great deal

to the regulation of farm crops, to the relation between organized 
labor and employers, and to a bewildering variety of other things. 
We modestly suggest that all these plans and this new dealing will be 
wert when after the Civil W a r of little value unless there goes along with them reasonable security 
for the savings of the several scores of millions of people in this 
country who have worked hard for what they have. 
The Forgotten Man 
Phrases and expressions suddenly become popular, are over­ 
worked and pass away almost as rapidly as They spring into being. 
This may easily prove the fate of the expression, “ the forgotten 
man,” which has been so freely applied to so many different groups. 
But there is no one whom the term fits so aptly, so perfectly, as the 
Taxpayer. He is forgotten literally, constantly anc] inexcusably. 
When new Government expenditures are proposed it is with 
the feelings of oui j the implication that taxpayers will multiply at will, that they will 
spring into existence automatically, like a series of robots, the cre­ 
ation of which can be extended indefinitely as long as there is plenty 
of iron ore or clay to draw upon. I axpayers are taken for granted, 
they are assumed, just as most people assume the existence of air 
and water. 
Yet all taxes are paid either by human beings or by corpora­ 
tions which are made up of human beings and which employ men 
and women who live and breathe. The difficulty is that large mone­ 
tary figures are not translated into human terms. 
The President 
reads a budget message to Congress in which he casually mentions 
sums like ten billion dollars. I hese vast totals, these budgets and 
deficits, make no impression partly because of their very size and 
partly because figures require translation into life and endeavor. It 
is the same with the individual items; what they need is to be broken 
down into meanings which are personal and individual. 
The reader knows vaguely that all Government expenditures 
must be met eventually by taxation, with the exception of such debt 
as can be carried permanently. But the financial, the fiscal machin­ 
ery and terminology obscure the stark realities. We suggest that an 
entirely new method of describing these outlays be adopted. Instead 
of merely stating that so many hundreds of millions will be appro­ 
priated for this or that purpose, we propose that the President or the 
Congress accompany each one of these proposed expenditures with 
a completely itemized list of how much additional tax how many 
additional men and women must pay. lf not advisable to use names, 
addresses and occupations, the taxpayers can at least be listed by 
number, and the list should include the millions upon millions who 
pay indirectly upon articles and commodities which they buy. 
Possibly the list would be so long that no one would read it. 
In that case the facts could be summarized, lf a definite expenditure 
is proposed, why cannot we be told how many additional billions 
of cigarretes, millions of gallons of gasoline, and thousands of bar­ 
rels of beer and whisky must be sold to produce the needed revenue? 
Or the facts could be brought home even more vividly by showing 
just how many additional electric refrigerators must be sold by how 
many dealers in how many cities to pay the income and excise taxes 
required for the extra outlay. 
There is not the least exaggeration in this suggestion. I axes do 
not come from intangible, imaginary bdokkeeping entries; 
they 
come from the industry and frugality of individual men and women. 
To read the news accounts from Washington, one might sup­ 
pose that a discovery greater than that of steam or electricity, or 
even gravitation, had been made. Everyone talks of Federal aid, of 
Federal credit as if this were something new and apart from the 
millions of plain and obscure flesh-and-blood people who pay their 
taxes. This is nonsense. Even our great and far-reaching Govern­ 
ment can only spend in the long run what it drags out of the for­ 
gotten man, the producer, the dealer, the merchant, the salesman. 
These, and these only, are what make Federal aid and Federal credit 
possible.
